The word "current" has been used in view of the , 
fact* that there is one possible reference to Dr. CHRISTMANN in a plant in- ' 
formant file in the 99 classification* which file has been destroyed in 
accordance with Bureau policy.

Investigation conducted by the Philadelphia office has revealed 
that subject THOMAS L. BLACK has advised that while in Now York 
City in 1931 he was requested by one M. MARGOLIN to furnish the 
Identity of all his acquaintances vAio were chemists in high posi- 
tions and vAio are sympathetic to the Soviet Union. Subject BLACK 
recalled one Dr. LOUIS CHRISTMANN, who was then Director of Research 
for the American Cyanamid Corporation.; BLACK has advised that he 
was not acquainted vdth CHRISTMANN but made arrangements for , 
CHRISTMANN to meet with M. MARGOLIN at his, BLACK'S, apartment. -
